Group I, claim(s) 1-13 and 19, drawn to a process for securing a structural element 
using class C fly ash. 

Group II, claim(s) 14-18, drawn to a cement mixture comprising class C fly ash. 

The inventions listed as Groups I do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 14 is 
anticipated or obvious over Strabala '058 or '379, Shulman '355, Styron '71 1 , or Bennett 
et al. '422. All the references teach class C fly ash thus anticipating applicants' claims. 
Not that the second (b) component in claim 14 still reads on class C fly ash since class 
C fly ash contains all the same components as the claimed industrial waste product of 
calcium, silica, and alumina. Applicants did not specify that (a) and (b) components 
must be different so they could be the same. Even if not anticipated, overlapping ranges 
of amounts would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

As the special technical feature linking the two inventions, a cationic acrylamide, does 
not provide a contribution over the prior art, and no single general inventive concept 
exists. Therefore, restriction is appropriate. 



Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
